Never before in its history has the Anthra- 
efte Mining union been called upon to meet 
a determined attempt to work the mines 
during a general strike. The sentiment of 
the community in the mining region is hostile 
to such attempts, and heretofore the operat- 
ors have bowed to public sentiment. At 
this time, however, the operators think there 
is no general sympathy for the mine workers, 
and that the demand for coal will compel 
them to work the mines. 


Nonunion Labor Hated. 
Nowhere in the world is the feeling #0. 
strong agaitist nonunion labor as in the an- 
thracite field. Thirty years have not sufficed 
to wipe away the stigma of one day’s work 
“in the diggings” during the first strike in 
the region. In churches and in schools chil- 
dren are made to fee] the weight and force 
of the unwritten law against nonunion labor 
and social obHteration is the portion of all 
who set aside the custom of the region, 

No taint attaches to those who man the 
pumps, however, as flood and resulting hard- 
ships would follow a cessation of the pump- 
ing. Some of the mines flooded during the 
strike of 1902 have never been pumped out, 
and never will be. These mines will remain 
idle until the opening of lower levels in ad- 
joining mines provides natural drains to the 
rivers, 

There is official data at hand to prove the 
proposition that the sentiment against non- 
union labor is more powerful than the United 
Mineworkerg of America in the anthracite 
field. Prior to the strike of 1900 less than 
15 per cent of all the men and boys em- 
ployed in and about the anthracite collieries 
were in any way identified with the United 
Mineworkerg of America. More than 8 per 


employed in the mines responded to the first 
girtke call. In 1902 6 per cent of all the 
mineworkerg belonged to the union thirty 
days before the strike call went out. The 
number never was greater than this, but 


strike and held out for the final award, 


Situation Throughout State. 
Within a yéar after the findings of the 
anthracite strike commission became effec- 
tive Fully 75,000 members of the United Mine- 
workers failed to pay their dues into the 
treasugy of the organization, and thereby 
permitted their membership to lapse. Every 
one of these @erelict men and boys consid- 
ers himself 4 member of the union in good 
standing and all will respond cheerfully to 
the strike call and, by the same token, all 
will accept strike benefits tolled from wage- 
earners the world over.

Mary Crimmins, an 11 year oM girl from 
St. Joseph's Orphan asylum, Lake avenue 
and Thirty-fifth street, late yesterday after- 
noon. Only the revolvers in the hands of 
detectives Dubach and Ptacek of tho Stan- 
ton avenué station, who were attracted to 
the scene, prevented the hundreds of pur- 
suers from seriously injuring the man. 
A result of the shock the child is seri- 
ously Ul at the asylum. In her struggles to 
escape from the attentions of Harris she 
suffered severe bruises to her arms and is 
hysterical. Harris is locked up at the Stan- 
ton avenue station and refuses to discuss 
the affair. 


Seized While on Errand. 

For Gays, it is charged, Harris lurked in the 
vicinity of St. Joseph's asylum, waiting for 
an opportunity to lure away one of its in- 
mates. In the afternoon Mary was intrusted 
with a letter by one of the sisters at the insti- 
tution and told to mail it at Thirty-sixth 
street and Lake avenue, a block distant. 

As she left the stone walls that inclose the 
playgrounds and institution she was ac 
costed by Harris. 

Come with me, little girl,“ he called, ashe 
seized her by the waist. 

For a moment Mary hesitated and then, 
looking into the face of her captor, uttered 
a laud scream. The cry was heard by scores 
of persone who were walking in Douglas 
square, immediately across the street, and 
when they saw the girl break from his grasp 
and attempt to flee a wild shout went up. 
Apparently unaware of his danger, Harris 
struggled with the girl and attempted to 
carry her off. 


Seeks Refuge in Saloon. 

Then while crowds of persons were rushing 
for him from all directions Harris, terror 
stricken, dropped Mary Crimmins and fied. 
Westin Thirty-fifth street he ran, but persons 
who had been attracted by the shouts of his 
pursuers cut off his escape. At Cottage Grove 
avenue, with a mob of shouting men and boys 
at his heels, he stood for an instant and ran 
into a nearby saloon. 

Foreing their way through the mob, De- 
tectives Dubach and Ptacek, who were pass- 
ing on a Cottage Grove avenue car, attempted 
to push bark the throng. They wers defied 
and almost carried off their feet, but clinging 
together they regained their place and pulled 
their revolvers from their pockets. 

Holding his weapon above his head, Detect- 
ive Dubach called out: I intend to take this 
man to the Stanton avenue station, and wil 
brook no interference.” 


Crowd Awed by Revolvers. 
Fearing that he meant to carry his threat 
into effect the crowd fell back, and Harris 
was induced to come out of the saloon. He 
wae seized quick and hurried to the police 
Hundreds of persons followed the 


While the scores of pedestrians were chas- 
ing Harris, Mary slowly picked up the letter 
that had been hurled from her hand in the 
struggle, and carried it to the nearest mail 
box. : 

“Tt was given to me to mail,” she said, 
“end I only did what I was told.”

WIS IN SECLUSION 
IMILAR TO ROCKEFELLER’S 


Senator Declared to Be Carefully Guard- 
ed on 200 Acre Estate of Biliott F. 
Shepard on the Hudson.

New York, April 1.—Promises that Senator 
Depew would return to his place in the sen- 
ate by this time have not been fulfilled, for 
the reason that the hopes of his family for 
a complete restoration of his health have 
been disappointed. He is ill in retirement 
on the Ellicott F. Shepard estate, back of 
Scarborough on Hudson, where he has been 
in seclusion for a month since he suddenly 


left /Washington. 

So closely is the senator guarded that 
only a few persons living in the immediate 
neighborhood are able to say from their own 
knowledge that he is in the VIIIa.“ as the 
houge is known, and that extreme measures 
have been taken to check the rapid decline 
into which it Has seemed that he has been 
falling. If any employé on the Shepard 
place is questioned as to the senator he an- 
Wers either with a stare of amazement or 
flatly denies that he has even heard a re 
port as to the senator's whereabouts .

Incendiaries Make Attempt to Burn 
Residence of Chattanooga Preacher— 


Many Threats Made. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 1—{Special.}— 
Incendiaries today tried to burn the residence 
of the Rev. Howard L. Jones, pastor of First 
Baptist church, who, in @ sermon last Sun- 
day, denounced the lynchers of Ed Johnson 
in the strongest language at his command, 
Since the sermon was delivered Dr, Jones has 
been receiving anonymous letters almost 
every day, telling him that something would 
happen to him. He now is convinoed that 
apt all of these anonymous threats were Idle, 
and has secured the services of a detective, 
who will keep watch upon his house.

Arms and War Munitions.

plies.”” 
How It Is Financed, 

The New York end of the expedition, it is 
said, is being financed by a syndicate known 
only under the title of “A,” with a capital of 
$750,000. According to the terms of the al- 

leged contract, the parties thus associated 
here under the name of A are to receive 
from the Venesuelan syndicate, known as 
“BB,” a bonus of $1,500,000 on the §750,000 
advanced. 

The bonus is to be guaranteed by the Ven- 
eauelan customs duties and by a salt monop- 
oly. This guarantee, of course, is contingent 
for fulfillment on the overthrow of Castro.. 
The contract provides for the payment 
of the bonus, plus the loan of the New York 
syndicate—or $2,250,000 in alin quarterly 
installments, within the first year of Castro’s 
successors administration.

Child’s Assailant at Liberty. 

Leo J. Ernest, East Ohio street, who 
was convicted May of assault on Rosie 
Hegelaner, 10 years old, 31 Clover street, is 
walking the streets on his own recognizance 
a meriace to children of tender age, because 
the court granted his attorney’s motion for 
a new trial. He was indicted also for a sim- 
ilar assault on Norman Kopel, 16 years old, 
who was employed by Ernest as a servant. 
He has not been tried on this latter charge 
and the opinion has been expressed that the 
two cases will be allowed to drag along fora 
time longer and then be stricken off the cal- 
endar. 

Two Days for Assault to Murder. 

John Hayes, with a criminal record dating 
back to 1888, with three companions attacked 
Dr. A. C. Stone, 500%, West Harrison street, 
Oct. 27, 1905, at Harrison and Loomis streets, 
striking him on the head and in the eye. Dr. 
Stone broke away and ran into the hallway 
of his residence, all four of the men foliow- 
ing. Dr. Stone's brother, hearing the com- 
motion, went to his assistance. All of the 
thugs escaped éxcept Hayes, who entered 
a plea of not guilty Dec, 14, 1905, and was 
released on bonds. Hayes was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Pinckney Feb. 19, 1906, and by 
agreement, the felony charge and jury trial 
were waived and the defendant was found 
guilty of “assault with intent to kill and 
| commit murder and sentenced to two days 
in the county jail. 

Hayes is a pickpocket of ability and adds 
the art of burglary to his other accomplish- 
ments. About three years ago he sawed his 
way out of the Hyde Park police station. 
where he was locked up for burglary, and was 
recaptured later while doing a similar job in 
Kenwood. 

Hayes was first introduced to the Chicago 
police in the latter part of 1887, when he was 
arrested for burglary....The matter was 
handled so well that the charge was 
„ stricken off on Jan. 22, 1888. A year later 
he was sentenced to Joliet for two years for 
burglary and wae Nov. 6, 1800. 
Under the names of John Hayes, James 
Fielden, John Slattery, John Lyle, John 
Mackey, and Thomas Deering he has been ar- 
rested. in Chicago, St. Louis, Columbus, O., 
Pittsburg, Pa., Hartford, Conn., and Jackson, 
Mich. 

“Lucky Boy” Is Well Named. 

George K. Cramer, allas Eugene Cramer, 
known among his associates as Lucky 
Boy.“ is everything the name implies... In- 
stead of receiving an indetcrminate sentence 
in Joliet for burglary. he is entering on the 
fag end of a year in the bridewell. Between 
Jan, 29 and March 5, 1905, Cramer entered the 
flats of Frank E. Locke, 1016 Warren ave- 
nue; W. P. Sisson, 906 Warren avenue; W. 
H. Miller, 1540 Jackson boulevard; W. M. 
Backus, 1519 West Adams street, and A. J. 
Fuller, 1140 Wilcox avenue, stealing watches, 
jewelry, and other articles valued at $440 
In every instance a portion of the goods was 
recovered in his room at 100 Aberdeen 
street and identified by the owners. 

Cramer was arraigned on the five charges 
of burglary before Judge McEwen on July 
12, 1905. He pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary on the first count 
in the indictment of receiving stolen property 
to the value of $25, although he was charged 
with stealing property valued at over $200. 


Gets a Short Sentence. 

A motion for a stay was entered and on 
July 26, by agreement, the state’s attorney 
being a party thereto, the sentencé and find- 
ing was set aside and he was found guilty 
of receiving stolen property to the value of 
$15 and sentenced to one year in the house 
of correction. The other four charges of 
burglary against Cramer were stricken off 
with leave to reinstate, but by the time he 
gets out of the bridewell he will have to be 
reindicted, as the time limit for reinstatr- 
ment will have about expired. 

Cramer is known to the police as a “ flat 
worker.“ He was frst picked up in the 
early part of 1899 and afterwards released 
on his own recognizance. He was arrested 
in May, 1902, for burglary and the charge 
was stricken off.“ In July of the same year 
he wat sent to Pontiac, where he was known 
as No. 6859, and paroled Sept. 12, 1904. He 
was a paroled prisoner at the time he en- 
tered the five flats and for which he is now 
serving a short sentence in the house of cor- 
rection. 

Clemency for Timothy Connors. 

Timothy Connors is a crook with a record. 
He was known in Joliet prison as 6268.“ 
He has served time also for assault to kill, 
yet he had influence enough at his com- 
mand to have stricken off the Criminal court 
calendar Jan, 18, 1906, a charge of attempted 
robbery. Connors, with Joseph Little and 
Gustay Brandt, was drinking in a saloon. 
Brandt showed more money than was wise, 
and when the three left the saloon and ar- 
rived in front of 149 Halsted street Connors 
and Little attempted to relieve Brandt of 
his money. Brandt put Little to rout and 
held Connors until the arrival of the police, 
Connors was arraigned and entered a plea 
of not guilty on Nov. 24, 190 The cage 
dragged along until Jan. 18, 1906, when it 
was stricken off the calendar with leave 
to reinstate. “ With leave to reinstate ’”’ is 
regarded as a judicial joke. 

Connors engineered a similar deal in June, 
1890, when he first came in contact with the 
Chicago police on the charge of larceny. 
In May, 1893, he was sent to the house of 
correction for one year for assault with 
intent to kill and he was sent to Joliet Nov. 
10, 1898, for burglary. He was paroled two 
years later and discharged the following 
year, 

Eight Hours in Jail for Theft. 

Fred Williams ts another.crook who seems 
to know how to turn the wheels of justice 
to his personal advantage. In the early part 
of last December he annexed himself to 
an overcoat valued at $40 belonging ta 
Charles Schwarzbäck, 118 South Franklin 
street. He was arraigned before Judge Hon- 
oré Dec. 28, where he pleaded guilty to petit 
larceny of goods to the value of $15, and was 
sentenced to eight hours in jail. He was 
sent to Pontiac Dec. 29, 1808. He was known 
there as No. 2476, 4nd was paroled Apri! 
26, 1890. There is no record in Chicago of 
his having been released.

Early last December with a com- 
panion, Dave Cohen, he held up Jennie Ginoe- 
chio, 317 As avenue, and took a chate- 

laine bag coritaining a gold plated box valued 
at $5 and a pocketbook containing $50. Miss 


Ginocchig was returning from the store at 


the time and was carrying a pie, and in the 
scuffle to regain her bag the filling of the pie 
was spread over Thibeau’s face. While he was 
clearing his vision the purse was recovered, 
but the two boys escaped with the bag, which 
was recovered later by the police on the roof 
of a building at Center avenue and Adams 
street, where it had been thrown by Thibeau. 
Thibeau and Cohen were arrested. Cohen 
was held to the Juvenile court.and Thibeau 
was arraigned before Judge Honoré and was 
sentenced to thirty minutes in jail. 


State’s Attorney Explains. 

State’s Attorney Healy offered explana- 
tions for some of these cases, but said he 
would have to look the others up. 

“We have many imperfect things up here, 
he said, “and I do not doubt that many 
habitual criminals who ought to be in the 
penitentiary are walking the etreets. do 
not want to criticise the judges. What we 
need is more money. There are many cir- 
cumstances which the bare records do not 
show. No doubt the judge hada good reason 
in each case for the light sentence. We 40 
not always know they are criminals, either, 
and no matter what @ man’s past record Is 
he cannot be convicted upon that and it 
cannot always be introduced into the testi- 
mony. 

„Take the Ernest case for instance. Judge 
Tuthill became convinced that the girl was 
not telling the truth, and he practically 
threw it out of court. In the Connors case 
we could not get hold of the witnesses. In 
the Hayes case there was no evidence upon 
which the judge could make a finding other 
than he did. The witness forgot, and the 
aseaulted man was not at all sure the de- 
fendant was the man who attacked him.”

ALL BITUMINOUS OPERATORS ARE 
READY TO SIGN SCALE OF 1908. 


Hopelesasness of Fight Against Ad- 
vance Demanded by Miners ‘Admit- 
ted — Robbins First to Sign — His 
Company Alone Gives Men Increase 
of $125,000 a Month—Declares He 
Is Ready. to Sign for All Mines Un- 
der His Control. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 1.—[Special.}—At a 
conference of twenty of the largest inde- 
pendent coal operators in this district today 
ft was decided to hold a meeting of all the 
independent operators in the district tomor- 
row night, when it is certain an agreement 
will be reached to pay the increased scale. 

Dispatches of the soft coal fields tonight in- 
dicate almost a general announcement from 
the operators of western Pennsylvania to 
pay the miners the advance of 5.55 per ton 
called for in the restoration of the scale of 
19038. With notices posted at the majority 
of the mines announcing the granting of the 
scale the strike in the soft coal field has lost 
its threatening aspect. Amnouncement was 
made from Greensburg tonight that the 
scale had been granted by the operators of 
fifteen mines in Westmoreland county. 

Prealdent Joho Jones of the Pittsburg- 
Buffalo Coal „ the largest indepen- 
dent concern in the district, admitted to- 
night that no successful fight could be made 
against the advance, and the was ready to 
pay it. Chairman Francis L. Robbins’ con- 
cern, the Pittsburg Coal company, will sign 
the scale in the morning, and the indepen» 
dents must follow suit or lose their trade. 


Robbins First in Line. 

Robbins said today that 50 per cent of 
the bituminous coal operations in the four 
states in the central competitive field win 
be continued without interruption, He de- 
cla all the mines controlled by the Pitts- 
burg Coal company in western Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, and Ohio will be operated under the 
1908 agreement. The Pittsburg Coal com- 
pany alone will give the miners $125,000 more 
a month in wages. 

In spite of notices posted by the Berwind- 
White Coal Mining company at Windber, that 
the 5,000 miners employed there would be 
granted the 190% scale, 1,000 or more union 
miners from Lloydell, Beaverdale, Dunlo, 
and South Fork will march to Windber to- 
morrow morning and parade the streets. 
United Mine Workers’ officials for several 
weeks have been endeavoring to get the Ber- 
wind-White miners into the union, but have 
met determined opposition from the com- 
pany, which declares it will close its mines 
before it will employ union men. The pa- 
rade tomorrow is designed to encourage the 
men at Windber to come into the union. 


Strike Order Is Obeyed. 

Miners employed at all workings in the vi- 
einity met in Dubois this afternoon, and were 
unanimous in their acceptance of the order 
issued by President Patrick Gilday, district 
No. 2, that with the exception of pumpmen, 
engineers, and firemen, all employés about 
mines should do no more work until the is- 
sues of the district joint convention to be 
held at Clearfield are settled.

SITUATION IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Bulk of 40,000 Miners in State Are Not 
Affected by Strike and Re- 
main at Work. . 


Wheeling, W. Va., April 1—Of the 40,000 
bituminous miners In West Virginia not over 
5.000 are affiliate@ with the United Mine 
Workers of Amefica. Of these 5,000 about 
1,600 are in the Panhandle district and have 
gone out. 

The other union miners are scattered over 
the state, most of them in the Kanawha, New 
River field In the Norfolk and Western 
fields the miners are almost entirely outside 
the organization and the great bulk of the 
men are continuing at work with here and 
there small strikes caused by local disagree- 
ments. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad is making 
preparation for the transportation of West 
Virginia coal from the Fairmount fleld to the 
lake ports, most of the coal to pass through 
Wheeling and eastern Ohio via the Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling division to Cleveland. 
During former strikes West Virginia coal 
was held up by the strikers on the Ohio side, 
opposite Wheeling, and in the present strike 
it is feared trouble will come when the Ohio 
| strikers see immense quantities of coal from 
the nonunion West Virginia fields passing to 
the lake market. +

Madden’s clique drew up resolutions, pur- 
porting to come from the members of the 
Building Trades Council, in which the eity 
council was importuned to grant an extended 
franchise to the compapy, the chief reason 
given being that the company was to con- 
struct an $800,000 office ‘building and that 
umion labor was to be used in the work.

The plants in pots or boxes should be put 
in the bed. The boxes may be prepa 

for indoor use, with ordinary garden soil 
at the bottom, and lighter soil om top. Large 
holes should be left to drain the box. The 
fine seed should be sprinkled on the surface, 
and fine soil sprinkled over it, and the coarse 
seed sown in drills, or pressed down into the 
soil, and covered with a thin layer of earth.

|FAULT LAID 0 DOCTORS 


+ 


Health Inspector Declares His Work 
in Checking Contagious Diseases Is 
Hampered by “Want of Intelligence 
or Lack of Conscience’’ on the Part 
of Some Physicians — Chicago's 
Death Rate for the Month of March 
Is Remarkably Low. 


Some of the physicians of Chicago are cen- 
sured for “ want of intelligence or lack of 
conscience’ in the bulletin of the Chicago 
health department for the quarter ended on 
March 31. In the bulletin Dr, Heman Spald- 
ing, chief medical inspector, says: 

The department is ealled upon to disinfect 
premises before the infectious period has 
passed. If a disinfection is made while a pa- 
tient is giving off infection, the department 
would be guilty of adding in the dissemination 
of disease. If we refuse to disinfect prema-. 
turely, the doctor making the order for disin- 


the attending physician or the department 
with blundering. 

„The department bas made rules for the 
guidance of families as to the duration ol 
infection in cases of infectious diseases, and 
these rules can be/safely followed by physi- or 
cians in preventing the spread of infection. 

At the present time we have no less than 
twenty-five requests for disinfection from 
physicians; which are held up because visits 
to the houses showed that the patients were 
stin ‘scaMng’ from scariet fever and'there- 
fore: not ready for disinfectioh.“ 


Low Death Rate for March. 

The death rate of March, 1906, was 14.15, 
the lowest during. more than half a century, 
except that of March, 1901, when it was only 
18.11 per 1,000. The average March rate has 
been 18.66 per 1,000 of population. Hadthe 
average rate continued there would have 
been upward of 3,800 deaths, instead of the 
2,463 reported. 

During the firat three months of the year 
there were 254 fewer deaths from all causes 
than during the corresponding period of 
last year. The decrease is entirely in deaths 
among the under 5 years of age period—due 
largely to the mild weather of January and 
February. Among the notable decreases 
are: Bronchitis, 148; consumption, 28; con- 
vulsions, 20; influenza, 78; measles, 45; pneu- 
monia, 219; smallpox; 34; suicide, 14; and 
whooping cough, 78 fewer. 


Needless Diphtheria Mortality. 

Commenting on the excess of 18 per cent 
in diphtheria deaths, the bulletin again an- 
nounces that antitoxin for the treatment 
of diphtheria is furnished free by the health 
department to patients who are unable to 
purchase it, and it asserts again, as it has 
asserted repeatedly: 

“No child need die—no child ever did die 
from diphtheria to whom full doses of the 
antitoxin are administered in the early stages 
of the disease.” 

There were 582 deaths last week, 538 the 
preceding weék, and 577 the corresponding 
week of last year. Pneumonia led with 102 
deaths, consumption 70, heart diseases 48. 
suicide 8.
